About 10 percent <if the attacks 
between people who were well ac- 
(piainted resulted in injurie.s, of 
which 13 percent were serious 
enough to rcqtiire inedtea! care.

'I'lie report noted that w<irk- 
lime los-ses were relatively high 
for family violence, and commen- 
le<l that chiklren were often a fac- 
tor, especially among eslrangctl 
couples, and that alcohol fre(|uen- 
lly contributed to acts of domestic 
vi(»lcnce.

Michael Banks, deputy secretary 
f)f the New .Mexico Criminal 
fustice Department, said. 

‘ ‘ T li e s )• s i e rn r e s p o n d e d 
witliout failure to more than 200 
special rerjupsts ft)r data and 
reports. The system thus served as 
(he corner. stone of our efforts to 
re-establish prison security.” 

OBSCIS traces offenders from 
the moment tliey enter prison. It 
tracks tlieir movetnent through 
the system, provides discharge or 
parole eligibility dates, reports on 
disciplinary incidents, helps 
monitor anti evaluate rehabilita- 
urf>i;rams. and facilitates tlic 


It also assists in projecting 
prison populations, statistical 
analysts, atid program evalua(it>n. 

The OBSCIS (irogram, begun 
by LLAA in 1974, has given the 
states $12.11 million in grants and 
technical assistance. The stales 
liave paid $1.2 million. Fourteen 
stales, including New Mexico, 
now fund OBSCIS locally. I'hc 
system covers 75 percent of the 
nation’s prison popvilatiou — some 
2()«,()()0 itnnates. 

“U'liile wc never suspected tha, 
the system would ever be put to 
such a lest, (he takeover incident 
illustrates amply how valuable 
OBSCIIS lias become,” Mr. Banks 
said.
